' Sehool-in Tegew in-1927. Before World War II he was known for his pro=Soviet 
Synpstihies. In February 195l-he was the chief mechanic aboard the M.5.. BATORY 
and on 10 April he was the-chief mechanic aboard the M.S. WARMIA. On 26 April 
1951 his name was no longer included in the M.S. WARMTA créW list. 
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
